STATUTES AND REGULATIONS 
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Statute 1» Soverei gn Head - Her Majesty the luoer, Her Heirs and Successors, 
is" and shall be the Sovereign lead of the Grand Priory in the British Realm 
of the Venerable .Order of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem, which for 
brevity shall usually be styled and designated: "The Venerable Order of St. 

John". In these Statutes it is hereinafter called: "The Order". 
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Statute 2. Objeots - The Objects and purposes of the Order are: 

(a) The encouragement and promotion of all works of humanity and charity 
for the relief of persons in sickness, distress , suffering and 
danger, without distinction of race, class or creed, and extension of 
the great principle of the Order, embodied in t he motto, "Pro 
Utilitate Hominum". 
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(b) The rendering of aid to the sick and wounded in rar, and the 
promotion of such permanent organization during time of peace as 
may be at once available in time of emergency, including the 
provision of Technical Reserves for the Medical Services of the 
Forces of the Crown. 


(c) The award of medals, badges, or certificates of honour for special 
services in he cause of humanity, especially for saving life at 
imminent personal risk. 


(d) The maintenance of the St.John Ophthalmic Hospital at Jerusalem. 

(e) The .maintenance of the St.John A ibulance Association the objects 
of which are: 

1. The instruction of persons in rendering first aid in case of 
accident or s luden illness, and in the transport of the sick 
and injured; ' 

2. Tab instruction of persons in the elementary principles and 
prac ice. of nursing and hygiene, especially those of a sick room; 

3» The manufacture and distribution, by sale cr preservation, of 
amb 'lance material: 

4. The formation of ambulance depots in or near .lines, factories 
and other centres of industry; 

5* The organization and administration of the invalid Transport Corps 

6. To assist, encourage and co-operate with its ancillary the St. 

John Ambulance Brigade (at Home and Overseas), 

/. And generally the promotion of instruction in, and the carrying 
out of, works for the relief of the suffering of the sick and 
injured in peace and war, irrespective of race, class or creed. 
(See (a) and (b)). 

(f) The formation of associations or organizations in furtherance of the 
general objects of the Order. 

(g) To receive and accept donations, endowments anu gifts of money, 
lands, her edi * 1 2 * 4 * 6 aments, stocks, funds, shares, securities and any 
other assets whatsoever, and to borrow or raise money with or 
wvt u wut security for any of the purposes of the Order and either 
subject or not subject to any special trusts or conditions* 

(h) The maintenance at St* John* s ^ate of the Library and of the 


Museum, and the collection of works of art and objects of 
historical interest relating to the Order, 


Statute 20. Qualific ation for Membership - All members of the Order must be 



British subjects, must proiess tne unristian *aith, must comply with the 
requirements of .the Statutes, and must have performed, or be prepared to perform 
good service for the °rder and/or for its work "pro utilitate hominum". 

Regulation 21A - Brothers and Sisters of the Order: Definition of - All members 

of the Order are either Brothers or Sisters of the Order. 

Regulation 21B - First Admission - Admission shall usually be in the Grade of 
Serving Brother or Sister in the case of persons who have rendered or are 
capable of rendering, special service to the Order,
